This  bid  is  submitted  by  our  company  acting  on  behalf  of  the  highest  mail  bidder  If  the  auctioneer

HALF  CENTS 

1793  EXTREMELY  FINE  (45)  Extremely  smooth,  glossy 
surfaces  which  are  seldom  seen  on  these  early  coppers. 
Planchet  selection  and  quality  control  was  quite  lax  at  this 
early  time,  which  caused  excessive  porosity.  There  is  a 
small  planchet  flaw  on  the  reverse  at  2:00,  but  this  does  not 
detract  from  the  overall  attractiveness  of  this  piece.  Much 
respect  is  demanded  by  this  issue,  as  it  is  one  of  the  oldest, 
noblest  and  most  numismatically  important  coins  in  our 
country’s  history,  (see  color  photo) 

1797  GOOD  (4)  Very  darkly  toned,  especially  on  the 
obverse.  Some  porosity  is  visible  on  the  reverse. 

1807  MINT  STATE  (63)  Deeply  toned  in  shades  of 
magenta  with  a  little  sea  green  color.  Very  well  struck  with 
full  hair  detail  clearly  showing.  An  attractive  Half  Cent, 
(see  color  photo) 

1828  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (58)  Deep  chocolate 
brown  color,  (see  color  photo) 

1828  MINT  STATE  (60)  Well  struck.  Thirteen  star 
obverse.  Brown  color,  (see  color  photo) 

1 835  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (58)  (see  color  photo) 

1835  MINT  STATE  (67)  Superb!  A  standard  of  excellence 
for  this  type,  with  incredible,  original  full  mint  red 
radiating  from  spotless,  unmarred  surfaces.  Fully  struck. 
This  stunning  example  may  establish  a  new  auction  record 
for  a  “common”  date  Half  Cent.  Consigned  by  an  elderly 
collector  who  purchased  it  decades  ago,  it  may  be  decades 
in  the  future  before  such  stunning  quality  is  again 
available,  (see  color  photo) 

1855  MINT  STATE  (65)  Virtual  full  mint  red  color.  A  few 
scattered  areas  of  toning  show,  as  do  a  couple  of  minor 
spots,  (see  color  photo) 


LARGE  CENTS 

1793  Chain  ABOUT  GOOD  (3)  A  very  typical  example 
with  clearly  struck  chain  detail  on  the  reverse,  while  the 
obverse  is  quite  weak.  The  date  is  visible  but  indistinct. 

1793  Wreath  VERY  GOOD  (8)  Typically  struck  with 
some  porosity.  Lettered  edge.  The  date  is  sharp. 

1798  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50)  Spotless  brown 
surfaces.
